"Radical Yippie leader Abbie Hoffman drew orderly 
applause and solicited student help in a government- crippling 
series of May demonstrations this morning, in a surprise 
University of Oklahoma visit* * * 

"Hoffman, who is free on bond while annealing a 
conviction of incitement to riot in the 1968 Chicago violence, 
invited OU students to join two weeks of protests beginning 
Saturday in Washington, D* C. 

"He (Hoffman) said the activities # will make Chicago 
in 1968 look like YAF (the conservative Young Americans for 
Freedom) meeting. We plan to do it and we plan to do it in 
the streets when the government opens next Monday* • 

"Hoffman drew final, standing applause when he con- 
cluded his talk with another reference to the May demonstrations" 
•We're into stopping the government - unless they want to stop 
the war.

"The follc’./ing tape recording is that of the 
address made by ABB IE HOFFMAN at the University of 
Oklahoma on Thursday, the 29th of April, 1971, The 
first tliirty seconds of his comments were not 
recorded. They consisted primarily of a negation 
by KCFFL1AN of the invitation to speak from the 
speaker's stand. He preferred to address the crowd 
standing in the orchestra pit*"

HOFFMAN's comments are as follows: 


"We are finally going to be (illegible). . • 

• There 1 re already thousands c£ young people in 
Washington. This Saturday and Sunday will be a 
48-hour rock concert, theis arc over thirty roclc 
groups, ARLO GUTHRIE, PETER, PAUL and I1ARY, MOTHER 
EARTH, ARETHA FRANKLIN and loads of people. JAMES 
BROWN just announced two days ago that he was going 
to go there and play and there should be somewhere 
upwards of 100,000 people supporting and celebrating 
the People's Peace Treaty that's been signed by 
people throughout this country and throughout 
Vietnam, and indeed in fact throughout the world, 
because people throughout the world see the war in 
Vietnam and U. S. imperialism as a world problem.

LESLIE 
was de£in$.tely not in the men’s room in the Capitol 
on that day, but somehow, the FBI, you know, has 
managed to connect her in some way, but we think 
it's a direct attempt to cripple these demonstra- 
tions. It's no coincidence that it comes four days 
before the climax of these demonstrations and it's 
no coincidence that she has been an active orga izer 
. and we have heard that the FBI plans to arrest a 
number of people. They have been kicking in doors, 
they have been putting guns under the chins of 
people, they have been offering loads of rewards to 
people to turn in their brothers and sisters, not 
the kind of stuff you see EFREll. ZIMBALIST carrying 
out every Sunday night (illegible). (Voice from 
background; ’Tell us something we don’t knot/ 
already.

"There are number of - there arc things we can 
do.

of institutional genocide that are set in 
Washington that have contributed to the defamation 
of eighteen per cent of the arable land in Vietnam, 
that have turned it from an exporter of rice into 
an importer of rice, you see, that have totally 
and bar bar leal ly , youlnow, defoliated the land and 
tried to kill all the people. They realize that 
they can't defeat the Viet Cong or the Patliet Lao 
or the Cambodians or the Worth Vietnamese or any of 
those heroic people militarily, so they can't defeat 
the fish that swim in the sea, so they attempt to 
drain the sea. And we have to under at and that the 
people who are responsible for that kind of insti- 
tuiortal violence are gonna be the people that are 
gonna have to be the defendants in the war crimes 
of the future. And it's not gonna be Lieutenant 
CALLEY, he is the scapegoat, his hands are in 
blood, you knov/, but you shoot somebody point blank, 
you know, it is some existential thing you have to 
think about it and you have to confront it. But 
in Vietnam, the latest tactic is planting a radio 
detective, they drop them from planes and they pick ~ —

plane 50,000 feet high in the sky, which immediately

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bombing, total bombing saturation for a two -mile 
radius in the countrj'side of Vietnam within ten 
minutes and the whole war is automated and we have 
to put ourselves in the positions of our brothers 
and sisters who are Vietnam people and if we truly 
believe in a global village, they are our brothers 
and sisters, and they walk out of a hut in their 
simple village and they look up and all they see, 
all they see with technology is death. . 


"We were in Paris just three weeks ago talking 
with the Vietnamese and we wanted to use the tape 
recorder and one of the people had, one of the 
sisters had a camera, you know, and all of a sud- 
den you could see the people getting a little 
edgy and then they ran it do \n\ to us. They said 
in North Vietnam they had six tape recorders. 
Everything v:c see about technology, every time 
somebody nuts in a plug; every time somebody uses 
the word ' electricity , Y every time somebody talks 
of media, every time (illegible) the people are 
talking of death, you know, and that's the unfortu- 
nate part about this war, that it's shown that 
great technology, you know, as well as serving 
people can be used to exterminate people and this 
country has perfected it, you know, and taken it 
one step beyond the Nazis, because we don't even 
respond to it.

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STUDENTS FOR A DEMOCRATIC SOCIETY 



Students lor a Democratic Society, commonly known 
as SDS, came into existence at a founding convention held 
during June, 1962, at Port Huron, Michigan. From an initial 
posture of "participatory democracy," Marxist-Leninist 
ideology of various shadings became predominant during 
196S-1969 with debate centering on how best to create a 
revolutionary youth movement. SDS moved from involvement in 
the civil rights struggle to an anti-Vietnam war position to 
advocacy of a militant ant i-imper iralist line linking up the 
oppressed peoples of Asia, Africa and Latin America with the 
black liberation movement in the United States. All major 
factions within SDS embrace Marxism-Leninism and identify 
internationally with China, Cuba and Forth Vietnam as 
countries leading the worldwide struggles against the United 
States. However, the Soviet Union was regarded as imperialist 
and with the Communist Party, United States of America, 
"revisionist" in nature. 


SDS operated under a national const itut ion which 
called for an annual national Convention (j\C) and quarterly 
National Council meetings wherein programs were initiated 
and debated. Three national officers were elected annually 
with a National Interim Committee to run the organization. 
Regional offices and college chapters elected delegates to 
the national meetings but each functioned independently on 
local matters. Its official publication "Fire" (formerly 
"New Left Notes") last appeared in December, 1969. 

Internal factionalism of serious proportions 
developed during I960 - 1969 and the following three factions 
evolved as a result of a split at the June, 1969, NC: 
leather man, Worker Student Alliance (WSA), and Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYH) . The effect of the split on SDS chapters 
throughout the country was divisive. Some alligned with one 
or the other of the three major factions. Others, unable to 
identify with any faction, disassociated with SDS completely,, 
and changed names. 
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The SDS national office in recent years was locaitei 
at l6o3 West Madison Street, Chicago, Illinois. It was 
closed in February, 1970. 

The Weatherman and RYM groups n0 ^ on S er - co ^^ e £ 
themselves associated v:ith SDS, and the YJSA group re 
itself as the true SDS. 
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REVOLUTIONARY YOUTH MOVEMENT 


that the Revolutionary Youth 
Movement II (RYM IT) faction of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS) held a national conference at Atlanta, Georgia, 
from November 26 to 30, 1969. At this conference it was 
decided to form a new organization to be known as Revolutionary 
Youth Movement (RYM) , characterized as a mass anti-imperialist 
youth organization, said organization being proposed as 
separate and distinct in form and .content from SDS. The 
"Principles of Unity" adopted by the conference included a 
struggle against white supremacy and male supremacy; fights 
against imperialism, anticommunism, fascism and oppression 
of youth; and support of the right of self-determination of 
all "oppressed nations," also support of the right of all 
"oppressed and exploited" peoples "to armed self-defense." 

It was agreed that RYM v;ould not be a Marxist-Leninist 
organization; however, source said this was decided in order 
to indicate an organization broad enough in form to be 
acceptable to everyone. A temporary National Steering 
Committee (NSC) made up of eight females and two males was 
elected to govern RYM until national officers could be 
elected during the Spring of 1970. 

RYM publications have listed the RYM National Office 
(NO) at Post Office Box 5421 and Post Office Box 77012 C, 
both Atlanta, Georgia, and a second source has advised that 
the NO has no office space but would probably be considered as 
located at Apartment 27, 1067 Alta Avenue, Northeast, Atlanta. 

;hat women dominated the 
founding conference and have continued to dominate NSC 
meetings to the point that "women’s liberation" has apparently 
become the RYM’s principal issue - also that RYM’s poor 
financial condition has resulted in its failure to publish 
a paper. During early 1970, RYM has decided to cater to 
the working class rather than youth, since the potential 
social revolution lies in workers. 
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Initially called the "Action Faction," Weatherman 
came into being immediately before the June, 1969, Students 
for a democratic Society (SDS) National Convention (NC) . 

At this NC Weatherman v/on all three national officer positions 
and a majority of the National Interim Committee as well. 
Subsequently, they took over the SDS National Office (NO) 
in Chicago, and controlled its funds, paper and national 
records. Although internal struggle existed until late 1969, 
Weatherman for all major purposes controlled SDS nationally 
from June, 19G9, until its NO closed in February, 1970. At 
this time it no longer considered itself part of SDS. 

The term Weatherman emerged from an ideological 
paper prepared by its leaders entitled "You Don't Need a 
Weatherman to Knov: Which Way the Wind Blows" ("New Left 
Notes" June 18, 1969). This statement outlined. the basic 
stance of Weatherman: Marxist-Leninist in content but with 
strong advocacy that action not theory would bring about 
revolution in the United States. This posture was complemented 
with an international identification to Die Cuban revolution 
and Castro's statement that the duty of a revolutionary is to 
make revolution. 

During October, 1969, Weatherman 'riots in Chicago 
resulted in more than 2G0 arrests for mob action and related 
charges. A program of armed struggle was finalized during a 
December, 1969, "War Council" wherein terrorist tactics and 
political assassinp.tion were contemplated. The basic strength 
of Weatherman was then revealed to be some 300 - 350 nationally 
and geographically apportioned to the liidv/cst, New York, and 
some Northwest. *- 


As its rhetoric of violence escalated, Weatherman 
leaders increasingly discussed the necessity of an underground 
operation wherein more than 90 percent of the organization 
would be submerged; "affinity groups" of three - five membenT 
would function independently. In February, 1970, Weatheranm 
leaders announced a program of "strategic sabotage" with %
